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DETAILED ACTION 

This is the second office action for U.S. Application 10/695,146 for an Automobile 
Drink Holder Coaster filed by Ronald Dampier on March 15, 2005. Claims 1 , 2, 5-24. 
28, and 29 are pending. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examinier's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with David Thimmig on July 1 1 , 2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: Claim 24, line 4, after the word 
"device", the words "for computers or the like" have been deleted. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,2, 5-24, 28, and 29 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 , 2, and 5 are allowable because the prior 
art does not disclose an adjustable support assembly with a data entry/interface mount, 
a work surface mount, and a linkage assembly for connecting the interface mount to the 
work surface mount; an adjustment assembly for adjusting the height and angular tilt 
positions of the Interface mount on the linkage assembly with respect to the work 
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surface mount, the adjustment assembly including a pair of actuator handles mounted 
on the interface mount, a pair of release assemblies mounted on the interface mount, 
whereby one handle is movable for operation of the release assemblies to adjust the 
height of the interface mount, and the other handle is movable for operation of the other 
release assembly to adjust the angular tilt of the interface mount, and whereby each of 
the actuator handles is connected to its respective release assembly by a flexible, 
movable cable. Claims 6-23 are allowable for the reasons set forth in the previous 
action. Claims 24, 28. and 29 are allowable because the prior art does not disclose a 
data entry/interface mount, a work surface mount, a linkage assembly having one end 
coupled to the work surface mount and an opposite end coupled to the data 
entry/interface mount; a first adjustment member with an axis of elongation and coupled 
to one of the date entry/interface mount and the linkage assembly, and adapted to move 
with one of the data entry/interface mount and the linkage assembly upon movement 
thereof; a first clamp member mounted on the other of the interface mount and the 
linkage assembly and defining a first clamp opening, the first adjustment member 
received in the first clamp opening, the first clamp member having a clamped position in 
which the first clamp member is in clamped engagement with the first adjustment 
member and resists movement thereof, the first clamp member having a release 
position shifted from the clamped position, and in which the first adjustment member is 
moveable relative to the first clamp member; and a first actuator assembly having a 
pivotable first handle mounted on the interface mount and a first flexible, movable cable 
coupled between the first handle and first clamp member to selectively shift the first 
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clamp member between the damped position and the release position and at least one 
spring that engages the first clamp member for urging the first handle, the first cable, 
and the first clamp member toward the clamped position.
